Cougars  get  low  rating 
in  pre-season  forecast 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
rebuilding  football  team,  who 
will  start  the  1961  season  with 
a new  coach  and  new  offensive 
system,  were  not  listed  among 
the  nation’s  top  100  teams  in 
recently  released  pre-season 
football  ratings. 

The  Cougars,  who  meet  San 
Jose  State  at  home  Saturday 
Night  listed  142nd  on  the  Wil- 
liamson preliminary  ratings. 
Difference  in  ratings  rather  than 
rank  indicates  expected  com- 
parisons of  team  strengths. 

Iowa  was  forecast  as  the  na- 
tion's top  team  with  a mark  of 
97  out  of  a possible  100.  BYU 
was  assessed  a grade  of  68,  to 
top  only  17  other  teams. 

Louisana  State  University 
was  close  behind  Iowa  who  will 
defend  its  Big  Ten  co-champion- 


ship with  a new  coach.  Ohio  was 
third,  Rice  fourth  and  Penn 
State  fifth  in  the  prognostica- 
tion.
